SHANGHAI, Jan. 12.—The Shanghai 
district today experienced greater dis 
orders as a result of the present fac- 
tional fighting than the city went 
through during the whole forty days 
of hostilities last September, as the 
powers were caught entirely unawares 
by the outbreak last Sunday.

“A half hour after leaving the city 
of the Arabian Nights we came to the 
region which Mohammedans all be- 
liéve was the original home of Adam 
and Eve. The British are now engaged 
in restoring this garden of Eden. If 
they succeed, then Mesopotamia may 
once more become one of the richest 
and most populous countries in the 
world, just as it was thousands of years 
ago in the days when the ancient 
kings of Babylonia built canals that 


hundreds of miles long. 

“ Although we did not see it, the| 
British airmen told us they often flew 
up the Tigris to the right of the route 
we were taking, and looted down upon 
a huge cana! 300 miles long and nearly 
400 feet wide. from which countless 
smaller canals ran in al] directions. 

Over Countless Buried Cities. 


“For the archeologist and students 
of ancient history this region over 
which we flew both on our way up 
to Bagdad from Persia, and between 
Bagdad and Turkey, is the most fas- 
cinating on earth. There are more 
buried cities here than anywhere. Al- 
though we didn’t see it, the British 
airmen told us we were to fly directly 
above the Tower of Babel, which, by 
the way, was used as a wireless sta- 
tion during the late war. The people 
of the east also believe it was here 
that Noah lived, built his ark, and 
cruised about during the great flood 
The tombs of Jonah, Ezekiel, Daniel, 
Noah, and many other Biblical 
patriarchs are pointed out in this re 
gion and are visited by both Jewish 
and Mohammedan pilgrims. 

“As we flew up the valley of the 
Euphrates and looked down on ancient 


we were constantly passing over 
mounds beneath which are buried 
cities whose names have even ‘begn 
Most of them are from 
3,000 to 6,000 years old, but some may 
even date back for 10,000 or 16,000 
years. Archeologists have already dis- 
covered tablets giving the names of 
more than a hundred kings who: ruled 
here before the time of Abrapam. 
Surely this must be the most fas- 
cinating spot in all the world for the 
explorer.

Follow Historic Euphrates. 

“On this fillght from Bagdad across 
the North Arabian desert to Aleppo, 
we followed the Euphrates most of the 
way. The monotony of the trip was 
broken by watching the _ tortuous 
course of the river, by looking for 
mounds that might indicate buried 
cities, and by dodging small sand- 
storms. We saw scores of ‘sand dev- 
ils’ whirling about ‘the desert. They 
seemed to travel at great speed and 
reminded us somewhat of the pictures 
of waterspouts that we used to see in 
our school geographies. We wondered 
what would happen if one of them hit 
us. Sometimes it required quick 
manetrvering, but we managed to keep 
out of their track, although several 
went whistling by within a few yards 
of us and made the air awfully bumpy. 

“Sixty miles soutn of Aleppo. we 
encountered a big one that looked like 
a mountain coming right across the 
desert toward us. Climbing to 6,000 
feet we got well above it The top 
of that storm was at about 4,900 feet, 
and the sun shining down on the 
whirling white particles made it look 
like a spinning column of vapor. 

They Sight Aleppo. 

“At 5:10 in the afternoon we ar- 
rived over a city of flat roofed houses 
that looked even larger from the air 
than Bagdad, whence we had come. In 


the center of it on a high hill was aj 


mammoth citadel with enormous 
crumbling walls and the tali minarets 
of an ancient mosque. This city was 
Aleppo, the capital of Saladin, the 
mighty Saracen conqueror who de- 
feated Richard the Lion Hearted be- 
fore the gates of Jerusalem. 

“Here also was where Field Mar- 
shal Viscount Allenby, the modern 
crusader, got full revenge for the de- 
feats of Coeur de Lion, for it was 
here that the Turkish armies finally 
threw down their arms before the ad. 
vance of Allenby’s cavalry, armored 
cars, and airplanes, and before the on- 
rushing Bedouins mounted on camels 
and horses who were led by Emir 
Feisal and ‘Lawrence the mystery 
man.’

|COAL CARS WHEN 
SHORTAGE LOOMS 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.-—[{Spe 
cial.]J~—Industries owning coal care de- 
| voted to their own use, after March 
1, in the event of a car shortage, will 
not be permitted to designate the coal 
mines to which they shall be sent, 
under a decision announced today by 
the interstate commerce commission 
in the assigned coal car case. 

Railroads also are forbidden to as 
sign cars to particular mines for their 
own fuel. Street raliways, electric 
light companies, by-product coke 
' plants which make gas for distribution 
.in the large cities of the country are 


: | included within the prohibition. 


Hereafter in times of coal or car 
| shortage these companies will be com- 
pelled to com pete with all other users 


of coal on terms of equality—that i, 
they will not be permitted to use their 
own cars for coal deliveriés except on 
a pro rata basis. 

Under the law the commission might 
issue priority orders giving a partice 
lar company preference in the assign- 
ment of cars, but specia) action in 
every case will he necessary. 

The decision is an affirmation of « 
decision made in 1923, which was hotly 
contested by affected interests. It is 
regarded as a certainty that the case 
will be taken td the Supreme court of 
the United States by the owners of 
private cars. 

The order is based on a finding of 
unreasonableness and undue prejudice 
and also that, under the interstate 
commerce act, pro rata distribution of 
privately owned coal cars may be re 
quired by the commission in times of 
car shortage. 

So long as there is an ample supply 
of coal cars the order of the commis- 
sion will have no effect.

CHARLES E. HUGHES 
IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


Secretary of State Hughes has resigned and will 
His public career 
may or may not be ended. A return to private life 
and its more lucrative practice dees not always 
mark the end of a man’s public activities. He may 
be back on the supreme bench again, but now he 
feels that he has earned an opportunity to get 
what an honest public man seldom can get, money. 


') ‘With a two year interval after the armistice 
- Mr. Hughes has been in public service since 1905 


when he was counsel for the Stevens Gas commis- 
sion and the Armstrong Insurance commission of 
the New York legiclature. His work with the lat- 
ter is represented now to the American people in 
the decreased cost of their life insurance, a service 


’ paid annually in dividends in one of the most im- 


portant factors of family security. Mr. Hughes’ 
ability was at its best in this contribution to 

The rewards which American politics frequently 
offers an outstanding man suddenly revealed to 


‘ the country in this fashion have been his. He 


missed the presidency by the electoral votes of 
two Republican states which he ought to have car- 
ried. California he lost in a heart breaking fashion 
with his’ unfortunate’ visit ta the coast and the 
storm of animosities it caused. 

His defeat was a bitter thing to Republicans who 


' were alarmed by Mr. Wilson's handling of interna- 


tional affairs, but in retrospect we incline to the 


, opinion it was fortunate that a pacifist or pacific 


country just about to go to war went under the 
leadership of a man elected as a pacifist by pacifists. 
They would have said Hughes caused it. The Re 
The 
pacifist opposition to Hughes would have been dis- 
loyal. Republican loyalty gave Wilson a united 
country for war. Hughes could not have ex- 
pected that and the chances arr he could not have 
voided the war. . 

Mr. Hughes, as secretary of state, probably will 


“pe remembered for three things, the Washington 


conference for naval restriction, the exclusion of 


- Japanese in the immigration restriction act, and 


the unbending stahd of the Unitefi States govern- 
ment against the recognition of Red Russia. 


Mr. Hughes undoubtedly would place the Wash- 
ington agreement above all else as the thing he 
Wanted to do, just as his old opponent, President 
Wilson, placed the covenant of the league of na- 
tions above all else in his service. It is unfortunate 
for Mr. Hughes that his accomplishment for peace 
is clouded now in the minds of many of his coun- 
trymen, just as Mr. Wilson’s was. 


We accepted the principle of the navy agreement 
as beneficial and peaceful. We have not forgotten 
the controversies and alarms which it smoothed, 

- but the fear that this nation would do something to 
make the agreement disadvantageous or even dan- 
gerous to itself has been realized al] too soon. 

The agreement to be good had to be kept. The 

‘naval ratio established had to be preserved. We 
‘have kept the agreement to other nations but not 
to ourselves. We have slipped from our place in 
the world’s naval strength The administration 
has béen reluctant to correct any of the defects 
‘and faults which constitute this relative weakness, 
‘and in the one particular of immense importance 
1s flatly and definitely opposed to increasing the 
power of the fleet by raising the guns of thirteen 
outranged capital ships. | 

Mr. Hughes, it is true, has supported the Amert- 
ean contention that the treaty did not forbid this 
change, but he stood as the sponsor of the offer fg 
accordance with which the United States destroyed 
its new ships &nd its naval superiority, and if he 
wanted to he has not been able to prevent the 
adoption of a government policy which means 
taferiority. 

It is announced that the new ships which Grea 
Britain is permitted to construct under the 
make another revolution in naval bullding, and 
‘that everything else on the sea will be out of date. 
‘With this turn of events taken iff connection with 
present W: policy it may be true that Mr. 
Hughes, sitting nt conference with Mr. Balfour 
and suggesting the destruction of American ships, 
made that shrewd Englishman just what the Eng- 
lish received him as when ko returned to London 
ffom Washington, the greatest British admiral 
since Nelson. 

The responsibility is not that of Mr. Hughes so 
fa¥ as any acts or words of his have been revealed, 
but if he regrets it as he govs from public life the 
misfortune is his, just as thé ‘failure of Versailles 
was the tragedy of Mr. Wilsén. But in the case of 
Mr. Hughes the misfortune is also his country’s.

Mr. Hughes had one answer to people who urgéd 
the recognition of Russia.

He would 
not consent that the United States should open its 
gates to diplomatic agents who came as enemies 
of the government and people to whom they were 
sent. 

That was Mr. Hughes’ firm and sound resolution 
and as he goes from the department of state we 
trust it remains there. 


MORE STUDY CAN’T HURT 
MUSCLE'SHOALS. 


Little Goldylocks Muscle Shoals seems to have 
escaped the great big bear. Mr. Ford with some 
growling has trundled along home. Now little Goldy 
faces the middle sized bear. As the middle sizcd 
bear, Mr. Underwood doesn’t grow] so much, and he 
can’t eat so much, but little Goldy had better be a 
little careful anyhow. She had better not play with 
bears, unless they are teen weeny bears under con- 
trol of the federal water power act. 

Mr. Underwood doesn’t want the federal water 
power act sniffing around in the vicinity of his biIL 
It is a perfectly good bill, says Mr. Underwocd, 
quite able to take care of Muscle Shoals without 
further help, It provides already for a fifty year 
lease, which is fifty years less than Mr. Furd 
wanted, and a 4 per cent rental based on the cost 
of the Wilson dam, What more regulation does 
any. bill want? 

But somebody is always discontented. Not every- 
body wants Mr. Underwood's nice bill. In fact, 
thirty-seven senators don’t want it a-tall, and when 
it comes to a vote between the Underwood bill and 
the Jones and Wadsworth substitutes it is probaple 
that many more will not want it. The Wilson dam 
on which the proposed 4 per cent renta] Is based 
is only one-third of the cost of the entire plant. 
American taxpayers have put moreéthan $100,000,- 
000 in that plant, and the dissatisfied ones do not 
see why Mr. Underwood's bill should provide only 
for rental of less than 1% per cent on the whole 
investment. 

Besides that it is said.the government could pro- 
tect itself further without impugning the unselfish- 
ness and philanthropic motives’of the Alabama 
Power company and other backers of the Urder.- 
wood bill. Apply the federal water power act, for 
instance. But that, somehow, does not arouse en- 
thusiasm in Senator Underwood's breast. 

The federal water power act of 1920 Mmits water 
power licenses to fifty years. At the end of fifty 
years the government may renew the license or 
recapture the project by payment to the licensee 
of his actual net investment. Licensees must make 
full and prompt development of the power. Raices, 
security issues, as 1 as the recapture price are 
based on net investment. Profits in excess of a 
reasonable return on the net investment must gc 
to the public either as a partial amortization of the 
net investment or in the form of annual rent. A 
stinall nominal rent is paid in all cages, 

As the Muscle Shoals project was government 
built, it does not in all respects come technicaliy 
under the federal water power act/te control pri- 
vately constructed dams on navigable streams. 
The main provisions of the federal water power 
act are generally protective, however, and should 
be applicable to all great power developments. 
Muscle Shoals, a public investment, should apove 
all be so protected, and a bill such as the Under. 
wood bill, which provides for no regulation save 
the fifty year term of the lease without recapture 
and a 4 per cent renta] based on the cost of the 
Wilson dam only, may be good business for the 
U. 8S. A. and then again it may not be. 

The Jones substitute or the Wadsworth substi. 
tute providing for investigating commissions 
beaded by the secretary of war and the secretary of 
agriculture can’t do any harm and may do a great 
good, Muscle Shoals will bear investigating to the 
limit, and if Senator Underwood's proposal is a 
righteous one it can’t be hurt by further study. 

Muscle Shoals escaped Ford. Maybe it ought tc 
escape Underwood, too, and the Alabama Power 
company masking New York financial interests. 
The disposition of Muscle Shoals should be deter- 
mined by the spirit if not the letter of the federal 
water power act. To that Senator Underwood seems 
to object with considerable Vivacity. |

when old age will be the only cause of 
death. In that day all men will recog- 
nize pneumonia, consumption, typhoid 
fever, and all similar’ diseases as pre- 
ventable accidents. Metchnikoff predict- 
ed this Gay years ago. He even went 
further and speculated on eternal life. 
He removed those causes which we will 
figure as preventable accidents and then 
laid plans to add old age to the list.

Any one who reads Napoleon's life 
carePully is struck by the variation in 
the man which experience made and also 
by the fact that the calendar year was 
no proper measure either of those expe- 
riences or of the variations which they 
produced in the man. 

When a man wants to take stock of 
himself the first thing for him to do is 
to count his years. Years count in fig- 
uring the estimate of expected léngev- 
ity. Next he should study his family 
history. What is the average age at 
death of the members of ihis family— 
particularly of those in the direct line 
of descent? Death age is inherited. 
How long was the expectancy at that 
person’s age of those who lived longer 
than he had lived?
